George Melville Weston, who died at 


the National Hotel, Thursday, Feb. 10, 
was born at Augusta, Maine, Aug. 19, 
1816. His grandfather, Nathan Weston, 
was half brother of Aaron Bancroft, of 
Worcester, Mass., .and his father, Nathan 
Weston, was tsn years chief justice of the 
Massachusetts coalman pleas, and twenty 
years a member of the Supreme Court 
of Maine, sev«n of them chief justice of 
that tribunal. His mother, Paulina Buss 
Cony, was tha daughter of Hon. Daniel 
Cony, of Augusta, an eminent citizen, 
many of whos-; relatives, as the Llndsleys, 
the Parkers, the Sewalls, and the Pages, 
are well known cltizen.8 of Washington. 


Mr. Weston graduated at Bowdoin Col- 


lege In 1834, jufd was ftdmltted -to^thfi.bar 


prosecuting at;orney at the age of twenty- 
three years. 


Although admirably qualified for suc- 


cess^at the bar. he was largely drawn into 
politics, and became editor (with George 
Robinson for a few years) of the Augusta 
Aye, the then leading Democratic organ 
of the State, aod continued to act as such 
until after the campaign of 1844, in which 
he won distinction as n political writer of 
great intelleciual ability, keenness, and 
force. Shortly after he removed to Ban- 
gor, where he remained for some years en- 
gaged in Business, including the discharge 
of editorial duties upon various newpapera. 
In the controversy over the Kansas-Ne- 
braska bill in 1844 Mr. Weston was one of 
the leading Democrats in Maine who took 
an active part in opposing the repeal in 
terms of the MjssoUriCompromise, and his 
position on that question resulted in his 
becoming a resident oT Washington aa edi- 
tor of the Frte Soil papers,, ,whioh suc- 
ceeded the National Era of Gamaliel Bar- 
ley, while he was at the same time claim 
commissioner ^or the State of Maine. In 
1857 
Mr. Webton published a powerful 


work entitled "The Progress of Slavery iu 
the United Stares," which had a wide cir- 
culation and excited universal interest. 
Piirting with Ms interest in the National 
Republican in 1863, which he had acquired 
in 1862, Mr. Weston then devoted himself 
uninterruptedly to business until 1876, iu 
March of which year lie. attacked the leg- 
islation of 1873-'74 dernonet zing silver in 
a letter to the Boston Globe, which attract- 
ed Immediate attention.in all purts of the 
country, the newspapers of San Francisco, 
Chicago, New York, and oiier cities re- 
viewing and discussing the views of the 
writer as upon a subject of capital impor- 
tance, and to the masses of the people, sin- 
gularly enough wholly new 


This was followed by a se-ies of articles 


upon the doub'e standard and in favor of 
silver coinage, in the New York Banker's 
Magazine, the National Republican, For- 
ney's 
Washington 
Chronicle, and other 


periodicals anL papers, and tie publication 
of a volume upon "The Silver Question," 
appropriately dedicated to his friend, Sen- 
ator Jones, of Nevada. Mr Weston was 
secretary of Ihe United States monetary 
commission o' 187G,i and many of the 
papers accompanying the elaborate report 
of the commission are from liis hand. 


From 187G his exertions have been unre- 


mitting on behalf of the financial theories 
which he advocated, and perhaps no man 
has contributed more than h^ to the ad- 
vancement of news favorably f;o the circu- 
lation of silver, though he was! of 3o retir- 
ing a disposition that it is doubtful if the 
extent and me-it of his contributions have 
been understo>d and appreciated except 
by few with whom he came into immedi- 
ate personal contact. 
! 


In J882 he p iblished an elaborate work 


upon "moneyj" in which he fuDy dis- 
cussed its triue functions and attributes 
and again reiterated his argument in favor 
of the double standard. 


As a writer, Mr. Weston possessed a 


clear and incisive style, and that delicacy 
of touch which manifests the master hand. 


A constant reader, with a retentive and 


tenacious meir.ory, hid mind was a store- 
house of information from -whose treas-. 
ures he drew &t will, while on his chosen 
topics, his knowledge was minute and ex- 
haustive, and;his masterly'treatment of 
them was such as to', commend the respect 
even of those jwho 'differed with him in his 
conclusions. 
; 


Mr. Weston, in his books on money, sil- 


ver and slavery, has probably secured a 
stronger hold on reniembrance than ordi- 
narily attends the efforts of editorial writ- 
ers, whose influence is great; but whose 
reputation is esseutially evanescent. 


He died as he had liv«d, quietly, and 


with the serenity which characterizes the 
last moments of those who1 accept the 
going hence as an event as obviously to 
be endured as the coming hither. 


He leaves a widow and two children to 


mourn the loss of the tender and afteccion- 
ate husband and father, and the hosts of 
friends, ,who will long miss the charm and 
the instruction of his delightful conversa- 
tion, and the productions of his versatile 
and polished [en.

An1 how he was a-gqin' 1 Hoopin', 
I called it, takin' everything as it came;

bless ye, there wasn't time to ride 


anything. She just went right through, 
throwing the foam and spray that high in- 
to the air that you'd a thought we was a 
tug a-steamin1 against the tide 
If there 


had been a heavy sea on, we should have 
had to cut the line; but as it was, we held 
on and kept her at it; and I reckon it was 
two milei that we went humrain', before 
I ventured to think of Ukin' in the slack. 
The fish had slowed up a trifle,, the big- 
gest of 'em will get played out, and then I 
ordered the boys to clap onto the line, and 
passed it aft for the purpose. The first 
pull 1 gave started the fish up, and it gave 
a jerk that nigh took the cutwater out of 
the boat, aud sent every one of us to the 
bottom, head over heels. I see the only 
way was to keep at it, so we clapped on 
again, and again we was almost jerked 
into, pieces; but we kupt at it, and after 
half an hour's pullin' aud haulin' an' get- 
ting pulled, we got the boat withiu twenty 
foot of the fish, au1 1 tell you it wasn't a 
pleasant sight. It looked a matter ot fifty 
foot across—a great big patch of black "a } 
goiii' along like a steaui engine, whippm" 
its wiugs up and down so that the water 
was churned into foam on each side. 


"We laid onto the line with a will, ami 


then I let it have the 'lance—a big one, lit 
to kill a whale. Wall, mister, the next 
thing I knew I was in the water. The 
fish riz, jest as it did before, went up like 
a bird and came dusvn with a crash that 
you could have heard a mile. One of the 
wings must have bit tne on the arm and 
knocked tne overboard, and catne down on 
the boat, jest takin' the side right, out of 
her, as you see. The rest, they jumped* 
overboard when they see it cumin' and 
swam off, and then hauled me toward the 
boat; and there we* hung for an hour, 
waiting for a party to pick us up; and I 
tell you I was about done for; mj- arm 
was broken and cut, as you. see it. But 
they took us in at last; the wreck -of our 
boat was taken in, too, and they -besran to 
pull in shore, when they found that the 
bat-fish was still on. They all clapped 
onto the line and hauled away, and at last 
got him alongside, as dead as a red herri ng; 
and I reckon it was four hours before 
they got towed in. There's the remains 
now;'' concluded the fisherman, pointing 
to a black object an eighth of a mile down 
the beach,! about which a flock of birds 
were hovering. 


A short walk brought us to the gigantic 


fish that fully justified its name. Its skin 
and upper portion were still intact, and 
upon the white beach resembled a gigantic 
bat; the long wings extending out on 
either side being the pectoral or side fins. 
Its length by actual measurement was 
about seventeen feet, while its width was 
about twenty-seven feet. The upper sur- 
face was black, the lower white, while 
about the mouth were two curious clampers 
or organs, that undoubtedly serve it in 
securing prey, or food, that is crushed or 
ground by the pavement-like teeth of the 
sea bat. The weight of the huge creature 
could only be conjectured, from the fact 
that eight pairs of mules were employed 
to haul the body above high water mark, 
the triumphal march being witnessejd by 
the entire village; many of the- Mexican 
boys riding on the back of the huge fish 
as it was towed or hauled upon the sands, 
to be despoiled of its salable parts—the 
liver, hide and tail.
